unprotected little ones to Irrevocable sepa.
ration from their parents.

With what an Assemblyman well called
" malignant philanthropy," this insolent
bureaucrat has inspired an attack upon tbo
bill granting the right of appeal, on the
plea that " it would send back to infamy
those children who have once been taken
from the snares of an evil life." This
sounds like Amlnadab Sleekism run wild.

What reason is there for the insulting
charge that the Judges of the Supreme
Court would do this thing 1 Are the Police
Justices alone infallible? Is Mr. Grkby,
with his hypocritical and inconsistent pos-

ing, the only friend of poor children in
this city 1 He is interested in getting for
his Society (whose work we have often
approved) per capita percentages for all tho
children he can capture, and he resorts to
very dirty lobbying to retain powers which
Judgo Barrett has characterized as " au-

tocratic," and which wo have shown in
specific cases to have been abused.

They say that the present law has stood
for a hundred years. So did the law for
Imprisonment for debt. An abuse is not
less an abuse because it is hoary. Judges
Barrett, Bradt, Andrews, Lawrence,
Patterson and Beach have indorsed tho
amendment. Public sentiment sustains It.
Justice requires it. And we do not believe
that either the pedigree or the purse of Mr.
Gerbt can defeat it. .

HAL8TEAD AHD THE BENATB.

It is telegraphed from Washington that
" one of the points which Senators have
against Mr. H alstb ad is that he has spoken
disrespectfully of the Senate as a body, and
the Senate has established a precedent that
editors so offending shall not be con.
firmed."

If there be any truth in this the Presi-

dent should by repeated and continued
nominations of outspoken editors defend
the freedom of the press. The Senate has
n perfect right to refuse to confirm the
nomination of Mr. Halstead as Minister to
Germany if It considers him an unfit man
for the place. It has no right to reject
him because he has exercised his natural
and constitutional right to criticise that
body, or even to " speak disrespectfully "
of it. There is no sacred Sanhedrim in
this glorious country with the inherited
privilege of exemption from criticism.

The Senate of the United States has not
alwayB commanded or deserved the respect
of honest citizens. It merited severe cen-
sure when It declined to investigate re-

sponsible charges of flagrant bribery and
corruption In connection with the election
of one of its members Senator Payne, of
Ohio. Mr. Uamtbad may havo Indulged
in unnecessary personal reflections In his
comments upon that scandalous refusal.
But his characterization of the action of
the Senate vs as none too severe.

If the Senate shall array Itself against
the freedom of the press it will enter upon
a hopeless contest. It cannot muzzle the
press by withholding offices from editors.
And it will invite a plainer speech than its
members may relish.

A 0ALAHTTT AVEBTEB.

The painful dissensions which have
arisen in New York society with reference
to the coming Centennial celebration have
been supplemented by an ebullition of a
remarkable character at Albany. Happily
the excitement attending the latter has
subsided and disastrous results have ap-

parently been averted.
The members of the Legislature were led

by erroneous reports to believe that they
were to bo granted less deadheadism than
comported with their dignity and the value
of their services. Being men of extremely
sensitive natures they felt deeply hurt, and
soon the feeling of Injury changed to one
of Indignation. This eventually found
cxpre&slon in the burning eloquence of
Assemblyman Yates, of Schenectady, In
support of a bill which had been rushed
through the Senate by Mike Mobpht to fill
the gap caused by the supposed neglect of
the celebration managers.

Referring to the generosity with which
tho Legislature had voted the people's
money to provide for the occasion, Mr.
Yates said t " )Ve have paid nobly for our
privilege, and I submit that we are going
to havo It." He spurned with contempt
tho Idea that the numbers were to be
placed on "a great long platform dedi-
cated to tho ignoble vidgus, the hid polloi,

that each one of us can have one
ticket and that everybody else gets in for

2 a head." Ugh I These lofty sentl-men- ts

were highly approved, and decisive
action would have followed yesterday on
the part of the men who had made such a
heiolo sacrifice out of the Bute treasury
had it not been announced that they
would receive an abundance of tickets and
pretty much everything else they wanted
for nothing. This delicate apology ap-
peased then and they forbore. Otherwise
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they would hare vindicated their honor
and conveyed a stinging rebuke by voting
a special appropriation of the peoplo's
money to themselves.

It is to le feared, however, that they will
still be compelled at time during the cele-

bration to mingle to somo extent with the
" Ignoble vulgas," the common crowd. On
some accounts It Is to be regretted that the
Legislature is not to have a stand all by
itself. The people would llko a separate,
exhibition of this high-spirite- d body, with
its leading lights correctly labelled. It
would remind them so much of Wash,
isqton.

The discovery, rescue and return to his
family of a man imprisoned for asking for
food in Connecticut while honestly seeking
a chance to cam It is in the line of public
servico which Tub Wobld holds to be the
highest mission of the press. Justice for
James Sillars and joy for his faithful
wife were worth striving for. But the
publicity given to the abuse of authority
in a neighboring State, in the effect which
it will no doubt have In securing greater
care in enforcing the law against vagrancy
and perhaps in mitigating tbo questionable
severity of its provisions, Is a service that
the press alone could render. Government
has no agent nor function for dealing with
such cases. An Independent and watchful
newspaper, on tho lookout for injustice,
abuses and evils, and committed to tho
cause of the weak against the strong, is
the only medium through which some
wrongs can bo righted. It is the people's
tribune.

Tris Wobld has done a good deal of this
work, and intends to " keep it up." Next
to defending our free Institutions from the
encroachments of plutocratic powor and
resisting the corruption of the suffrage, wo
know of no greater service of tho press
than the defense of personal rights.

The Western Union Telegraph monopoly
displayed its hand yesterday in true Jay
Gouldian style. The Company has never
had any intention of placing its wires un-

der ground. Yesterday It obtained an order
of court restraining the Mayor and the
Board of Electrical Control from interfer-
ing with its wires and poles. Another tele-

graph company also served legal notice upon
the Board not to Interfere with its property.
Now we have the fight. Going under
ground means a vast expenditure for the
owners of the overhead wires. They are
fighting for delay. The people have
decreed that the wires must be burled, and
yet after a three years' struggle we only
have In the subways 6,000 miles of the
100,000 miles of wires which disfigure and
embarrass the city.

That part of Indian Territory which
will be thrown open on April S9d by the
President's proclamation is not much over
fifty miles square and does not contain
over 10,000 quarter sections of available
land. Therefore it cannot satisfy more
than 10,000 of the 13,000 or 20,000 men who
are said to be waiting to rush in to make
entries. There is consequently a prospect
of trouble, and It is predicted that in the
absence of other convenient means to
decide disputes Winchester rifles will be
called into reaulsltlon. However this mav
be, It is at least certain that a great outcry
will soon bo made for the opening of other
sections of the Indian's domain.

That great Kentucky Republican, Wm.
O. Bradley, who was urged-a- s a candidate
for Vice-Preside- and was afterwards a
hot candidate for a seat in Mr. Harrison's
Cabinet, was yesterday named as Minister
to Cores.

of Cores. Mr. Bradley declines to be ban-
ished, and the President now says that he
only tendered him the place because of his
great esteem for the leading Kentucky
Republican.

Mr. Patrick Eoab landed In this efful-
gent country In March, 1888. In the
month of October following he declared
his intention to become a citizen of the
United States. He received his final
naturalization papers on the 10th of April,
1888, in the County of Lancaster, Nebraska.
ne bad, therefore, been a citizen of the
United States less than seven months
when he cast his vote for Mr. Harrison.
And now this new-fledg- citizen Is to be
sent abroad to represent the American
Republic.

The chief
of the criminal service, Mr. Jenkinson, in giv.
ing ont the information that the of
the Land League has mysteriously disappeared,
assumes that he has been frightened away by
the prospect of Sheridan's extradition, whereby
important evidence would coma into the hands
of the authorities. Certainly the
if he felt any uneasiness, could have deferred
his departure until the formal proceedings
against Sheridan were opened before a United
States tribunal. Equally absurd is the surmise
that Egan's flight can be attributed to tho dis-
covery of lotters from him to James Carey, the
informer, written about the time the Invincible!
were organlzod. and expressing tho hope that
Carey would be successful "in the work on
hand." If the detectives had seoured docu-
mentary evidenoe showing that "the work on
hand " was assassination and that Egan had
either directly promoted it or had been privy to
it, they would not have allowed him to slip
through their fingers, bnt would have arrested
him. The detectives' assumptions do little-credi- t

to their Ingenuity. There Is a more rea-
sonable explanation of the flight.

Egan will probably turn up speedily in Paris
and indignantly deny that he has left Ireland
on any other grounds than impaired health and
private business. At the same time hl mys-

terious exit oan scarcely fail to deepen the im-

pression that the Land League was actually
tainted with crime, as well as morally responsi-
ble for it. At a critical momet in the fortunes
of the Lend movement, when so stanch a friend
of Ireland as Lady Florence Dixlo charges that
a largo balance of the League fund has never
been accounted for and suspicions are enter-
tained throughout England that a portion at
least of the money contributed from America
was used in instigating outrages, Egan ought
to have remained at his post, courting an ex-

amination of his accounts and vouchers and
denying that a single dollar had been expended
for criminal ends. To sneak out of the Island
as he has done is to bring not only additional
discredit bnt infamy upon tho Land League.
The inference will be that a criminal use was
mado of the money which ho handled, and that
he was afraid, not that Sheridan would be ex-

tradited, bnt that other secrot agents employed
by the League wonld give evidence against him.
If there were traitors among the Invincibles
why should not there be informers among the
subordinates of the Land League T If there
were an ontrago fund by which the No-Be-nt

manifesto was enforced while Mr. Parnell was in
Kilroatnham, secret agents employed and paid
by the Treasurer might happen some day to
blurt ont the fact.

dlctmsnts for election offenses were quashed to-

day In the Federal Court, a total aggregate of
thirty-thre- e; and of the original twenty-fiv-e set
down for trial the coming week bnt five remain.
All the indictments qnashed were against indi-
viduals charged with illegal voting or with as-

sisting others to vote illegally. Judge Woods
holds that it is essential to allege in the indict-
ment that an nnlawfnl act has been committed
with respect to the election of a Member of Con- -

reai, and that these indictments do not So aver,
!n brief, it must be arerred that the defendant,
f charged with bribery, committed bribery in

relation to a choice for Congressman: or, if an
illegal voter, that he cast an illegal vote for
Congressman.

Ibe form of the Jndlotment returned sets
forth that the defendant, "at an election for a
Representative in the Congress of the United
States, did unlawfully vote at said eleotion,
Ac." or "having offered to vote at said elec-
tion. " Judge Woods rnlea that this is not suffi-
cient, and that it should be stated in the iudlct-me- nt

that "defendant voted unlawfully for
Congressman," Ac. before a Federal offense is
constituted. No question of guilt or innocence
enters into consideration, the Court sustaining
the motion to quash purely on technical
grounds. Indictments in form similar to those
used in these election cases have been used here-
tofore, and they held good, and in one case
there was a conviction.

There is no doubt that many of the indict-
ments were returned against guilty men.

"I was ono of tbe Commissioners of the New
York aqueduct, and I notice that the cheater got
in there. The work there was under the chard
of lnxpectors, and the fraud was discovered
quite accidentally. "

Col. Poe asked concerning the personnel on
the New York aqueduct, and was told that in
the eMlmstlon of tbe witness it was excellent.
Another ofUoer asked if the engineer in charge
of an importaut publlo work near his station
involving n large sum of money should not visit
it frequently. Tho Oonoral said that that de-
pended npon the satisfaction of the officer with
the system under him. He afterwards volun-
teered tho statement that in his opinion publie
work by contract was, if not impossible, dan-gern-

Ho had superintended the blowing up
of Hell Gate some years ago, hut that project
was accomplished by day's labor. This system,
he said, required much less supervision, the
men being willing and anxious to do good work,
inasmuch as tho work would thus last longer.
